Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

An Indo-Tibetan Border Police Platoon under the com- 
mand of Naik Sunder Lai was deployed at Maria, near 
Badrinath in District Chamoli (Uttar Pradesh) to provide 
protection to a border post located at a place over 10,000 
tect above sea level. The police personnel were housed in 
the three local school buildings. At about 5-30 p.m. on 
January 29, 1968 a very strong blizzard swept over the 
Mana area and, in its wake, brought an enormous snow- 
drift, engulfing and crushing the Indo-Tibctan Border Police 
buildings, and burying all the personnel numbering 20. 
Naik Sunder Lai was, however, able to extricate himself from 
tho debris after 24 hours while the others still remained under 
the debris. In spite of the difficult conditions around him 
and the shock and injuries he had suffered, Naik Sunder Lai 
resolved to start rescue work and was successful in pulling 
out a constable alive from under the debris. He waded 
through chest-decp snow towards the Indo-Tibetan Border 
post and shouted for help. Having failed to get any res- 
ponse he crawled to the post about 100 yards away and in- 
formed the men there of the disaster, As a result three more 
persons were rescued. Although Naik Sunder Lai was com- 
pletely exhausted he continued to give assistance to the 
rescue party until he was removed to the hospital. 

It was only due to the initiative and courage shown by 
Naik Sunder Lai and his devotion to duty that four valuable 
lives were saved. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of the 
rules governing the award of the President’s Police and Fire 
Services Medal and consequently carries with it the special 
allowance admissible under rule 5, with effect from the 29th 
January, 1968.

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

With a view to checking the smuggling activities of Pakis- 
tanis, an ambush was laid on the night of 23rd/24th 
February, 1963, inside Indian territory on the border of 


Jammu and Kashmir. A Police party belonging to the 1st 
Battalion, Rajasthan Armed Constabulary, took position at a 
place through which the Pakistani smugglers were expected 
to pass. At about 0200 hours three Pakistani smugglers 
were seen coming from village Jhmilu Chak of Pakistan. 
Two of the smugglers were on horses and one of them was 
on loot. When these intruders came within the range of the 
ambush party, the forward members of the Police party 
challenged them. Finding that the intruders wore armed 
with revolvers, Shri Chandan Singh and Constable Rich Pal 
Singh of the ambush party began to crawl through the stand- 
ing crops till they reached one of the Pakistani intruders, 
who was holding a loaded revolver in his hand. While Shri 
Rich Pal Singh grubbed him from behind, Shri Chandan 
Singh came from the front side and caught and disarmed him 
of the loaded revolver. The other two smugglers over- 
powered by other members of the Police party. 

In this incident, Shri Chandan Singh showed great courage 
and risked him life in the discharge of bis duty.

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Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On the 3rd November, 1966, the notorious dacoit Ruin 
Lakhan along with seven members of his gang was located 
by a Police party in ai fortress in village Senthra, District 
Morena. For launching an offensive against the gang the 
Police party was divided into three groups. Two groups led 
by Shri Balram Das and Shri Ram Asre Shukla were detailed 
to climb up to the second storey o£ the fortrees and launch 
an attack from the western and eastern sides of the building 
respectively. The third group led by Shri Prahalad Singh 
Sengar, Sub-Inspector, was positioned near the main gate of 
the fortress. While Shri Balram Das and Shri Rum Asre 
Shukla were climbing up the fortress, the dacoits opened a 
barrage of fire on them. In spite of this, the two officers 
successfully took up their positions in the second storey of 
the fortfess. The Police party under the command of Shri 
Balram Das then threw a hand grenade at the dacoits which 
forced them to come out of their hide-out. Simultaneously 
Shri Prahalad Singh Sengar opened the main gate according 
to plan and launched an offensive on the dacoits. He was 
directly confronted by the dacoit leader who fired at him 
with an automatic rifle. Two bullets struck Shri Prahalad 
Singh Sengar in the left shoulder. Though seriously injured, he 
continued firing on the dacoits and warned Head Constables 
Had Bhajan Giri and Alan Singh, who, acting with great 
presence of mind, came forward and engaged the dacoits. 
Ram Lakhan was shot dead and other members of the gang 
retreated into the fortress but were killed later. 

In this encounter, these five officers exhibited exemplary 
courage and a high sense of duty in the performance of the 
tasks assigned to them.

On the 1st March ; 1966, about 300 hostiles surrounded the 
Chawngte post in Mizo hills which had a force of one platoon 
under the temporary command of a Haviidar. Naik Bal Baha- 
dur Pun was one of the Section Commanders of the platoon. 
The hostiles were far superior in numbers and were armed 
with automatic weapons. The Border Security Force platoon 
offered stubborn resistence throughout the day and night. The 
hostiles called on the platoon to surrender, promising good 
treatment if they did so, but the offer was rejected. The hos- 
tiles cut off all land communications to the post in order that 
it might run out of ammunition and food supplies. It was 
not possible to drop supplies by air because of the difficult 
terrain. Besides the hostiles opened fire whenever any sup- 
plies were dropped from the air. By his personal example Naik 
Bal Bahadur Pun kept up the morale of the small force so 
that it continued to offer resistence to the hostiles and finally 
succeeded in driving them away. 

Naik Bal Bahadur Pun set an inspiring example of per- 
sonal bravery and devotion to duty.

(iv) technical training and industrial schemes. 

(d) To assess the nature and magnitude of the problem 
created by ‘new migrants' (migrants who have come 
to India after 1st January, 1964) who have remained 
in West Bengal and to recommend to the extent 
necessary, financial assistance for their technical 
training, employment, educational and medical faci- 
lities. 

(e) To examine the functioning of Homes and Infir- 
maries in West Bengal with particular reference to 
the following : — 

(i) Tntroducion of economically oriented schemes 
for speedy rehabilitation of the rehabllitablc 
Home families; 

(ii) Existing patterns of expenditure on Homes/ 
Infirmaries; 

(iii) Measures for the education of children particu- 
larly beyond the middle standard; and 

(iv) Arrangements for satisfactory accommodation of 
inmates of Homes and Infirmaries including re- 
pairs to existing structures.
